The classes of the Coahocton high 


school will not be allowed to organ- 
ize this year, according to a ruling 
made by Supt. Bryant and Principal 
Genres a few days ago, with the es- 
ceptlon of the senior class which will 
be allowed to effect an organization 
after the beginning of 
the 
second 


semester. The ruling wiU* abolish, a 
custom which has been in force prac- 
tically since the foundation of 
the 


local school. 


Prof. Genres, when he was asked 


the reason for too ruling, said that it 
was the opinion of the faculty and 
Supt. Bryant that class organization 
deferred the minds of the pupils from 
their regular school work to a certain 
degree and thus hindered the prog- 
ress of the work. He said that the 
possibility of there being any ill feet- 
ing stirred up among the classes by 
the organization, was small and that 
this had nothing to do with the rul- 
ing. 


The senior class will meet after tha 


second semester begins after the holi- 
day recess, and officers elected but no 
other class will be allowed to do this. 


Prof. Genres stated that 
all 
the 


larger schools in the cities have abol- 
ished the custom of class organization 
am! it has all been done for the rea- 
sons given by Mr. Genres.
